Stafford Caldwell, of 
Jasper, Fla, attorney practicing} 
law at Jacksonville, speaking at 
Pahokee Saturday afternoon in be-| 
half of his candidacy for governor, 
discussed Everglades affairs bold- | 
ly. Fires in the mucklands wero an 
economic crime, there should be 
no toll roads or toll bridges, and| 
the state farm at Belle Glade was| 
a wood proposition. he said. 

The candidacy of his opvonent,| 
ex-Governor John W. Martin 
not mentioned directly but | 
was a direct attack on the candi-| 
tacy of ex-Governor Cary A, Hir- | 
dae, and voters were told that thev| 
did not have to depend on “ex-es" | 
and were urged to vote independ-| 
ently of the politicians who, he| 
said, were supporting the ex-gover- 
nors who are candida! | 

As Governor Martin had made a} 
bid for the sympathy of the friends 
of @x-Governor Catts, Mr, Cald-| 
wel} likewise had a good word for 
that ex-gavernor who is not a can- 
didate while he attacked the ex-| 

nvernors who are candidates.

said, but-actually there was a sur-

The car was equipped with | 
a)fhonograph and a loud speaker 
and records were played to attract 
a crowd to the Ford garage Jot, 
where the address was ‘delivered 
from a truck on the seat of which 
n microphone’ was mounted, con- 
nected with the sound amplifier 

‘The audience was not Jarge and 
the applause was sparse. More ap- 
plause was given to the reference 
to the toll road than to any other 
section of the address. 

Foran address, rather than a 
political speech it was, and its dis- 
cussion of the abstract fundament- 
als of government was a bit over 
the head of a part of the audience, 
Comment made at the conclusion 
of the address was that Caldwell’s 
speech hurt the Hardee candidacy 
without affecting Martin.
